Fischer said the 
payment was not a commission, 
but a bonus for his services, 

Fischer said that in 1928 Clement 
Studebaker, then head of North 
American Light and Power, insist- 
jed that Fischer be rewarded for 
special services, which, Fischer 
said, were, in connection with “con- 
solidating its rail lines and buying 
the IHinois Terminal property.” 
The first offer made to him, he 
said, was a $200,000 stock bonus.

Soldier in Pacific Writes — 


Men Are Disturbed by 
Wave of Optimism Re- 
ported at Home. 


Still moving slowly, the Fourth 
War Loan drive in Metropolitan 
St. Louis reached a bond subscrip- 
tion total today of $20,559,125— 
only 12.9 per cent of the communli- 
ty’s $159,429,000 quota. 

The new total included week- 
end sales amounting to $2,157,150, 
which is about the daily average 
total reported since the 29-day 
campaign began last Tuesday. 

Rufus R. Clabaugh, campaign 
committee chairman, expressing 
some concern over the far from 
brisk progress of the drive, de- 
clared today that the thought that 
should be foremost in the mind of 
every St. Louisan at this time is: 
“I cannot afford not to buy war 
bonds.” 

“We cannot expect,” he assert- 
ed, “and we have no right to hope, 
to continue the high standard of 
living, the freedom of thought and 
expression, and ‘the other good 
things to which we Americans 
have become accustomed if we do 
not win this war at the earliest 
possible date. This can be accom- 
plished only if we do our full 
share on the home front.” 

Oo Disturbs Soldiers. 

Members of the armed forces in 
the Southwest Pacific are “socking 
away most of their pay in war 
bonds,” Lt. Selwyn Pepper, a 
Post-Dispatch reporter on leave 
who is serving as a public rela- 
tions officer at Allied Headquar- 
ters in Australia, declared in a 
letter to drive leaders today, “and 
if the folks at home aren't doing 
as much we'll bé disappointed in 
them.” 

“We're a little disturbed by some 
news stories from the States about 
‘orgies of luxury buying’,” Lt. Pep- 
per wrote. “If the reports are not 
exaggerated it would seem that 
some people aren't’ putting as 


much into war bonds as they : 


might. 

“We've been reading, too, that 
there is a great deal of optimism 
back home. We read, for example, 
that some people thought the Japs 
were beaten because American. 
troops were able to land at Arawe 
in New Britain. Apparently many 
of the optimists haven’t studied 
their maps of the Pacific very 
carefully.” 

Purchases by Large Firms. 

Among large firm bond pur- 
chases reported during the week 
end were National Candy Co., 
$650,000; the Cupples Co., $200,000; 
Sinclair Refining Co., $200,000; 
Central Hardware Co., $100,000; 
A. 8S. Aloe Co., $100,000, and N. O. 
Nelson Co., $100,000. The St. Louis 
Public Service Co. announced a 
company pledge to purchase one 
million dollars in bonds before the 
end of the drive. 

The first report of employe 
group purchases by business and 
industrial firms entered in the 
bond competition was expected to 
be made late today. Several hun- 
dred firms entered in the contest 
are divided in three classifica- 
tions: those employing less than 
50 persons, between 50 and 500 
persons, and more than 500 per- 
. eons.

STIMSON AGAIN TO URGE 
PASSAGE OF LABOR DRAFT 


Senate Committee Cool to Proposal'at His. 
Previous Appearance—Secretary to 
Make Radio Plea Tomorrow. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24 (AP).— 
The future of national service leg- 
isiation rested today with a small 
group of Senators who are far 
from convineed that what this 
country needs is a civilian labor 
draft. 

If they voted today they proba- 
bly would kill the proposal ad- 
heey by President Roosevelt as 

a part of his new legislative pro- 


gram.

Secretary of War Stimson will 
appear before the committee 
Wednesday to take up where he 
left off last week in urging the 
legjsiation, which would permit 
the drafting of men and women 
for work in essential war plants. 
Stimson argued for three hours 
last week but he failed to arouse 
much enthusiasm among commit- 
tee, members. 


Stimson will discuss the pro- 
posal in a radio address tomorrow 
from 6 to 6:15 p. m. (6 to 5:15 St. 
Louis time) over the National 
Broadcasting Co. network, the 
War Department announced. 

“A bill of that kind would do 
more harm than good,” said Sena- 
tor Murray (Dem.), Montana, “It 
would be a smear on the whole 
production record in this country.”

Because this is the weapon upon which the Allies must depend 


and because preliminary reports indicate that the amphibious landing 
behind the German Tenth Army was the most successful such opera- 


tion ever carried out by the Allies, it may well serve as a pattern 


fér victory. 


The amphibious operation is 
‘ known as the most hazardous and 
difficult in war, but thus far, with 
the possible exception of Dieppe 
-~-which was more in the nature 
of a raid than a truly amphibious 
attack—it has proved an out- 
standing success in every instance 
it has been tried in this war. 
The Japanese used it in the 
Philippines, Java and other Pa- 
cific islands. The Americans and 
British have developed it on a big 


scale with more successful results | 


each time it was tried—North 
Africa, Sicily, the toe of Italy, 
Saierno and now south of Rome. 

The German invasion of Nor- 
way might be called an amphib- 
ious operation, but it really was 
more of a trick attack in which 
ships slipped into peaceful har- 
bors with hidden troops aboard 
than an assault on a  >hostile 
shore. 


Air-Sea Command Needed. 


An amphibious operation has 
these outstanding disadvantages: 

1. It is essential to have air 
and sea superiority. 

2. It must be carried out with- 
in the reach of friendly fighter 
planes so that support can be 
given if opposition on any scale 
is expected. 

3.. Until heavy guns and tanks 
can be unloaded with the supplies, 


a time-taking process, the depth.

ing ships can fire and the extent 
fighter-bombers can give aid, 

4. At the actual moment of 


landing troops and ships are par-. 
ticularly vulnerable to enemy at-.

5. It is extremely difficult to 
supply, particularly if no large 
ports are captured and the opera- 
tion must be fed from beaches as 
at Salerno. 

6. Landings must be made in 
favorable terrain with level 


beaches and roads within easy.

must be favorable and the land- 
ings must be carried out by spe- 
cially trained crews. 


Pays Big Dividends. 

On the credit side are these 
factors: 

1. If successful, it pays big divi- 
dents by forcing the enemy to 
fight on a new front in a matter 
of hours—an advantage which 
might take the attacking force 
months to gain by overland meth- 
ods. 

2. It covers a large area of 
ground in one operation, throw- 


ing the enemy’s entire defensive 


plan out of gear. In Italy, for 
instance, the Fifth Army has been 


gaining less than a mile a week. 


recently in driving up the Italian 
boot, but if the present operation 
is successful it will force a gen- 
eral German withdrawal for many 
‘miles at minimum casualties to 
the Allied forces. 

3. Even the threat of an am- 
phibious operation forces’ the 
enemy to disperse troops over 
wide area which otherwise need 
not be defended. 

The new landings in Italy are a 
perfect example of the co-ordina- 
tion needed among land, sea and 
air forces to carry out an am- 
phibious operation successfully. 


Preliminay Air Phase. 


The preliminary phase in the 
Italian landings took place over a 
week ago when all Allied air 
forces started pounding German 
rail communications in Northern 
Italy far above Rome. This was 
aimed at making it difficult for 
the Germans to bring supplies 
and divisions from the north to re- 
inforce the battle front. The 
bombing was far enough away 
from the chosen landing point, 
however,

NAZI DILEMMA 
IN CENTRAL ITALY 


By MAJ. GEORGE

OSSIBLY the most favorable 
P feature of the new Allied at- 

tack on the west coast of Italy 
is the complete surprise which 
seems to have been attained, The 
|early reports tell of no opposition 
Jat all, and a later communique 
refers only to “little” opposition. 
Nothing, apparently, was farther 
from the minds of the German 
‘commanders than such an Allied 
|“end run” or, if they did think of 
it, they lacked the means to op- 
pose it, But even with their known 
means, they seem to have failed 
in elementary précautions. 


| It is proper to expect that there 

would be a coast-defense detach- 
ment in a harbor town and rail- 
way terminus like Nettuno, and 
that opposition in at least the 
form of motorized patrols and 
road blocks would develop farther 
inland within an hour or two 
when a landing is effected within 
37 miles of such a center as Rome, 
This, of course, based on the as- 
‘sumption that the bulk of the Ger- 
man reserve (probably two divi- 
sions) is still stationed in the vi- 
cinity of Rome. 


Nazi Troop Disposal. 


The lack of opposition suggests 
that the German reserve may not 
be there. Reports from Algiers say 
three eGrman_ divisions were 
moved south from Rome ot sup- 
port the Cassino front before the 
landings were effected. 
| If that is so, the German com- 
-mander has taken a chance in or- 
der to support his troops, along 
the Garigliano, which are reeling 
under the blows of the Fifth 
Army. Possibly the German idea 
was to cover the withdrawal of 
these forces to a new line report- 
ed to exist some six miles to the 
north. No doubt the German com- 
-mander expected to replace his 
reserve divisions with divisions 
withdrawn from the front for 
rest and reconstitution. We do 
not, of course, know just what the 
‘German dispositions may be, and 
we ought to have much better in- 
formation on this point very soon, 
as we see the strength and the di- 
rection of the counterattacks pres- 
ently to be launched against our 
landing forces in central Italy. 


If the Germans still have two 
or three divisions intact in the 


‘vicinity of Rome, we shall have 


a hard fight, and have it very soon. 

If they have started those di- 
visions southward, and must now 
turn them around and come back 
to fight us, they will have to put 
their troops in piecemeal, which 
|will mean a series of sharp but 
minor engagements with our 
‘troops gaining ground until the 
Germans have time to consolidate. 
In that case we probably shall 
get hold of the vital railway junc- 
tions, Cecchino and Ciampino. If 
we can hold those junctions long 
enough, the German troops de- 
pendent on the west coast railways 
will run out of ammunition, food, 
gasoline and all other supplies. 
They will be compelled to surren- 
der. 


Allies’ Advantage. 


A favorable point on our side is 
the fact that we did not have to 
fight hard for a landing; that we 
have gotten ashore in force, un- 
| disturbed, and that means that we 
| have landed not only riflemen, but 
supporting elements with guns, 
howitzers, mortars, machine-guns, 
engineer equipment and every- 
thing else — including armored 
-units—-necessary to beat back the 
-enemy’s coming counter-operation. 
This first 24 hours is all important 
in a landing. Except at one or 
two points, we had a good 24 hours 
initially in the Sicilian landings, 
'and it was never after that a 
'question of being driven out; it 
‘was just a question of how long 
it would take to conquer Sicily. 


| One factor which should not be 


forgotten is the German left wing 


on the Adriatic, facing the Allied 
Eighth Army. The Germans have 
about four divisions on that @de 
of Italy.

Progress on Soldier Votes 


A partial solution of the soldier vote question 
is contained in the compromise Green-Lucas bill, 
approved last week by the Senate Elections Com- 
mittee. 

The compromise provides for a uniform Fed- 
eral ballot, enabling soldiers to vote for Presi- 
dent, Vice-President and members of Oongress, 
but leaving to the states the authority to pass 
upon the validity of the ballots. 

Machinery for distribution of the Federal bal- 
lots would lie in the hands of a four-member bi- 
partisan commission, which would work through 
the Army and Nayy to gee that the millions of 
service men and women abroad would receive 
ballots, 

There seems no doubt of the constitutionality 
of this device, since Section 4 of Article I of the 
Constitution permits Congress to “make or alter” 
state regulations of the “times, places and man- 
ner” of holding Federal elections. 

In leaving to the states the authority to pass 
upon the validity of the ballots, the compromise 
measure honors the states’ right to decide who 
shall or shall not vote. 

Bo far, so good. Those who argue that a work- 
able soldier-voting system demands a Federal 
ballot, and the co-operation of Army and Navy, 
are winning their point. Those who argue that 
the fundamental right of the states to set up 
qualifications for voters are also winning their 
point. , 

Two questions remain. The first is, Is the vot- 
ing machinery of the states geared to the uniform 
Federal ballot proposal? The answer is that 
many states will have to revise their election 
laws to make it possible for men in the armed 
forces to cast legal ballots. Some of these changes 
are purely mechanical, For example, in Missouri 
an interval of only 30 days is allowed for sending 
and receiving service men’s ballots. This is nota 


‘ gufficient interval to reach men all over the 


globe, It should be increased at least to 46 days. 
Other states have similar obstacles. 

The second question is, How will soldiers be 
enabled to vote for state and local candidates, 
since the Federal ballot applies only to Federal 
offices? Here again, the states must act if soldiers 
are to be enabled to participate fully in elections. 

Unfortunately, this is an off-year for state 
Legislatures, as most of them meet in regular 
session in odd-numbered years. If the soldier- 
voting system is to be complete and thorough, 
there must be quick action in special sessions. 
Some states are already acting. Many others are 
contemplating action. 

Never before has the nation been confronted 
by such a problem in a presidential election. In 
the First World War, no presidential election 
took place, The situation is a test of ingenuity 
and speed. 

If the states and the Federal Government do 
not meet this test, if the millions of men and 
women in the armed services abroad are de- 
prived of the opportunity to choose their leaders 
for the coming four years, the denial of a demo- 
cratic right will be a bitter blow to Army and 
Navy morale, to say nothing of being a matter 
of national reproach and humiliation. 
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Hope for Hitler’s Victims 

President Roosevelt has created a special board 
whose duty it will be to use every possible means 
for rescuing the victims of Nazi oppression in 
Burope. This is both a fine humanitarian move 
and a sound measure of wartime strategy. The 
slaughter of hostages and civilian populations in 
the Axis territories has revolted the Allied world, 
and any step toward saving these people from 
their overlords’ cruelty is to be welcomed. Word 
of this new commission will bring fresh hope to 
the oppressed masses of Europe, and encourage 
them to give what aid they can to our forces 
when the day of invasion comes, 

For the Jewish populationg in particular, the 
move will revive ebbing hopes. The Nazis’ fiend- 
ish campaign of murder against this group has 
already cost some 2,000,000 lives, and shows signs 
of being accelerated: as defeat comes nearer. In 
fact, Hitler in his New Year proclamation fore- 
cast “the sure extermination of Jewry all over 
Europe.” Allied victories have checked the 
tyrant’s ruthless ambitions on every other front; 
only the killing of this helpless minority remains 
within his power. 

Messrs. Hull, Morgenthau and Stimson, and the 
executive director they are to appoint, will have 


the responsibility of doing what can be done to 


rescue the groups exposed to Nazi vengeance. 
Only final victory can bring full deliverance, but 
meanwhile the aid of the Red Cross, neutral coun- 
tries and the underground movements can be en- 
listed. It will be a difficult task, but every 
humane consideration calls for energetic use of 
every possible device for its achievement.

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How Japs Can Live Long 

The Japs have suddenly become interested in 
longevity, its advantages and methods for attain- 
ing it. They have formed a society for its en- 
couragement, and the stated objective is to “pro- 
long the average life of the Japanese to 100 
years,” / : 

Ferreting out the secrete of attaining a ripe 
old age is a scientific pursuit in all countries, but 


‘there are some special principles in this field 


applicable to the Japs. For the benefit of the 
Greater Japanese Would-Be-Centenarian Society, 
they may be summarized as:follows: 

For Japs to enjoy long life, they should stay 
away from such places as New Guinea, New 
Britain and the Solomon Islands, They should 
take precautions to avoid all Allied bombing 
planes, artillery barrages, battleships, submarines 


and PT boats. They should stay out of such 
unhealthful places as foxholes, pillboxes and ves- 
sels or aircraft plying in the South Pacific, 

So, for Japs to live long, the best plan is to get 
plenty of fresh air, sleep and exercise, drink lots 
of buttermilk and call off the war. 
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The Tragedy on Etzel 


Again the deadly grade crossing has taken a 

tragic toll in the St, Louis area, thig-time in the 
death of eight persons and the injury of 10 others, 
seven of them seriously, when a Wabash passen- 
ger train struck a Public Service Co. bus at the 
Etzel avenue crossing in Welleton. Considering 
that the bus was not only completely wrecked 
but was immediately swept by fire, it is surpris- 
ing that any of its passengers survived. 
' What wag the cause of this horrifying acci- 
dent? Witnesses report that the bus driver started 
across the tracks in front of the incoming train 
immediately after an outgoing train had gone 
past. This crash, then, was in the pattern of 
many similar accidents all over the country. 
Wherever the individual responsibility lies, how- 
ever, the basic cause is the continued existence 
of a grade crossing on @ busy city street, a cross- 
ing particularly hasardous in this case because 
there wag no gate and no full-time watchman. 

Until the grade crossing is eliminated from 
points of heavy traffic, such tragedies will con- 
tinue. Gates, watchmen and warning signals are 
not the answer, Despite these, the human element 
all too often proves fallible, and disaster results, 
Only the separation of highway and rail traffic 
can end the menace. 

Despite some progress in this direction, the 
toll of crossing accidents has not diminished. By 
the latest figures, it took 1521 lives in the first 
11 months of 1948, as compared with 1767 for the 


same period in 1942, and 13898 deaths for all of 


1939. 
In the search for postwar projects that will 
provide.employment and create necessary im- 


‘provements, elimination of the grade crossing 


in cities and on the major highways should stand 
near the top. Until safety can be attained by 
this means, the least that can be done is the in- 
stallation of safety devices at such dangerous 
places as the Htsel intersection and similar-places 
in the area, 
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Dealers’ Duty 

Coal dealers who have sold unburnable coal to 
customers in the past few weeks ought to be 
prompted to make these transactions good purely 
as a matter of sound business practice, to say 
nothing of the point of principle involved. 

The people who have bought this coal can’t 
burn it. Some of them doubtless could ill afford 
to lay out the money for fuel a second time, 
Meanwhile, the bad coal is taking space that is 
needed for fuel. Must the purchasers take the 
loss unless and until the dealers who are re- 
sponsible can be compelled to accept the responsi- 
bility? 

The dealers: who have sold the bad coal have a 
responsibility to make good on it, voluntarily, 
without even waiting for complaints. They know, 
or should know, that the coal will not burn. That 
ought to be enough. 
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A Former Governor’s Advice 

If the Constitutional Convention follows the 
wise counsel of former Gov. Henry 8. Caulfield, 
which, we think, coincides with the views of 
many of the delegates, the people will have 
the opportunity to reshape the State’s basic law 
in the direction of efficiency and progress, 

The former Governor's call for a forthright 
job, without the honeyed compromises designed 
only to attract votes, which he stated so clearly 
in an article in the Sunday Post-Dispatch, should 
impress not only the delegates but all the voters 
who in time will have to pasg on the work of 
the convention. 

After many years of experience in public life, 
Mr, Caulfield retains confidence in the people, 
He thinks they wish to have the convention sub- 
mit a document which the delegates themselves 
heartily approve, not one that is watered down 
to appease pressure groups. 

“The Missouri convention delegates may as- 
sume that the people of ‘Missouri are wise and 
honest and will accept a constitution which the 
delegates themselves really approve,” Mr. Caul- 
field said. 

As counsel for a Board of Freeholders, Mr, 
Caulfield participated in the writing of the St. 
Louis City Charter which, when it was adopted 
in 1914, was a long step forward in municipal 
government. Out of that experience and later 
ones in responsible public office, he developed 
faith that the people when properly informed 
will choose to go forward in adapting their in- 
struments of government to the needs of the 
times. 

He advised the delegates to listen to sugges- 
tions which come from the people. And in order 
that the voice of the people may be better heard, 
he suggested that the convention, before it takes 
final action, should publish a tentative draft-of 
what it has agreed on and then adjourn for 60 
days so the people may debate and criticise this 
draft. 

His is the very plausible view that in this 
way the many thoughtful students of government 
would contribute beneficially to the finished 
product. What former Gov. Caulfield has said is 
worthy of the convention’s most serious consid- 
eration. 
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Where Fairness Starts 

Both the AFL and the CIO, through member- 
ship on the Council for a Permanent Fair Dm- 
ployment Committee, are committed to a fair 
economic deal for Negroes. The purpose of the 
council is to outlaw economic discrimination 
against minorities. — 

Ironically enough, at the same time the most 
important cases of racial discrimination which 
have been brought to date by the Fair Employ- 
ment Practices Committee name AFL unions as 
co-defendants, Seven unions connive with the 
railroads to deprive Negroes of opportunities for 
deserved advancement; the Boilermakers’ Union 
does the same with shipyards.

The Economist, one of Britain's greatest weeklies, has been a school 
to public leaders of politics, economics and finance; emphasizing 
facts as the basis of opinion, it produces its own statistics; it has 
recorded 100 amazing years of the growth of British commerce.

The recent centenary of the Economist 
was marked by celebrations in which rep~ 
resentatives of all shades of political, eco- 
nomic and cultural opinion did honor to 
one of Britain's finest weeklies, Though 
privately owned, the HDconomist has long 
performed an important public service, and 
none more important than in days such as 
these when integrity and good judgment 
are essential, 

Though read by a comparatively small 
number of the population—its circulation 
is about 10,000—this review is an essen- 
tially democratic institution which has a 
tremendous effect upon the shaping of 
national policy. This may be due in no 
small measure to the fact that, in the 


words of Walter Bagehot, the most famous * 


of its editors: “In England we can often 
effect by the indirect compulsion of opinion 
what other countries must effect by direct 
compulsion of governments.” 


The Economist first appeared on Sept, 
2, 1848, in a great decade, which also saw 
the birth of Punch (1841) and the Dlus 
trated London News (1842). 

“The Economist, or the Political, Com- 
mercial, Agricultural and Free Trade Jour- 
nal,” as it was first called, was started 
by James Wilson as a propagandist organ 
in the anti-corn-law campaign. Wilson, a 
banker and member of Parliament, was 
one of the strictest of individualists—a 
faithful follower of the Manchester School. 


An Editor of Greatness 


His successor was Walter Bagehot, who 
had married one of Wilson’s six daughters. 
Bagehot’s knowledge and vision, as well 
as his intellectual courage, soon made a 
reputation for the Economist, It is no 
exaggeration to say that between 1859 and 
1877 he was a schoolmaster in politica, 
economics, and finance to many future 
public leaders in Britain. He had strong 
feelings, and did not hesitate to criticse. 
For example, of Disraeli he said: “His 
chaff is exquisite, but his corn is poor 
atuff,” Much of Bagehot's classic “Lom- 
bard Street” appeared in the Economist. . 


His work has been faithfully continued 
since 1877 by six editors, all of whom 
have consistently based themselves upon 
the conviction that recorded facts are 
more important than abstract doctrines, 
One of the important material consequences 
of this policy has been that the paper has 
produced its own statistics, among which 
may be mentioned the now famous Index 
of Wholesale Prices, first published in 1868, 


Safeguard of Its Constitution 


Geoffrey Crowther, the present editor, 
has summed up the Economist policy. It 
has never been assumed that its journalism 
was “objective.” It believes that the “final 
test is the intention, and the Economist of 
today is not conscious of any ancestry other 
than great ideals of liberal thought.” 

While the paper has a tradition of great 
editors who have not lost sight of these 
principles, it has also been further safe- 
guarded in its special constitution, In 
1928, when the paper passed out of the 
hands of James Wilson's descendants (his 
daughters), a body of four trustees was 
set up, not one of whom is allowed to hold 
shares in the paper. 

These trustees contro] not only the trans- 
fer of shares, but also the appointment 
or dismissal of the editor. Once an editor 


has been appointed, hig control over policy 
is absolute. Sir Walter Layton, the seventh 
editor (1922 to 1938), declared at the cen- 
tenary luncheon: “This is the Economist's 
contribution to control of the press in a 
free democracy—a problem which is at the 
very heart of the great cause for which 
we are fighting this war.” 

The first century of the Economist has 
been a period of enormous achievement 
in all spheres, especially in that of in- 
vestment. Since 1843, British industry has 
expanded beyond all recognition; its na- 
tional transport system has been built up 
and thousands of millions of pounds in 
British capital have gone to develop 
countries overseas — the United States 
among them, 

‘The Economist has been a faithful chron- 
icler of this development. It helped the 
investor with facts and figures before the 
great railway boom of 1845 and in the '60s 
it was a pioneer in collecting information 
on the nature, amount, and character of 
Stock Exchange securities. In the twen- 
tieth century, it has elucidated the ramifi- 
cations of great holding companies, 


Range Transcends the Economic 


Nowadays one won't find columns about 
literary subjects—as in the 1850s there 
were no Tennyson's “Maud” and “Tom 
Brown's Schooldays”’—but there are reports 
and editorials on politica] and general social 
matters which range far beyond the “eco- 
nomic.” The fact_is, of course, that the 
term “economist” did not have the narrow 
connotation so often given to it nowadays. 
“An economist was a philosophical radical 
who believed in testing his sophistry 
against his calculations.” 

In democratic countries, it is often diffi- 
cult in these days to get the truth not only 
on military but also on economic matters, 
A atatistical blackout can be established 
which not only deprives the enemy of 
valuable information but also brings ob- 
scurity and distortion of the truth in its 
train. 

Today these problems which the Govern- 
ment has to solve are often complicated 
and far-reaching in their implications, For- 
tunately a review which Bagehot could 
describe as the “only financial journal in 
Europe which has not a shop behind it” 
can be relied upon to face them fearlessly 
and with the fullest competence, 


NO TAX QUEUES IN BRITAIN

The London correspondeat of the Baltl- 
more Sun reports that Englishmen have a 
hard time believing dispatches from the 
United States telling of Americans standing 
in line for hours trying to find the answers 
to their income-tax problems, 

For in England, the correspondent re 
ports, the Government makes the mechanics 
of taxpaying easy—and only the tax itself 
is painful, The taxpayer fills out a form, 
answering 17 simple questions about his 
income and his allowable deductions. He 
doesn’t even compute the amount of his tax. 
The Government does that for him. It no- 
tifies the taxpayer’s employer how much 
to deduct from his wages, and then sends 
the taxpayer a bill for whatever additional 
tax is due, 

There are many things which we do bet- 
ter than the British. But collecting taxes 
is not one of them.

With their usual devotion to better Brit- 
ish traditions in book-making, the Heritage 
people have taken a dancing type, None- 
such binding, paper of quality and original 
illustrations, and put them together to re- 
launch a pair of native poets, 

Loula Untermeyer, whose dedication toe 
comment and literary expeditionism robe 
us of his own pleasant verse, handles these 
editions with an old device. There is a 
brief, orbic biographical bauble at the be 
ginning of each, then a grouping of the 
poetry itself according to consecutive peri- 
ods, with further critical appraisal] stating 
the theme of each section, The effect is a 
studied one of symphonic development, with 
Longfellow logically scored like Haydn at 
his most serene, and Poe like Stravinsky 
at his most macabre.

Unfortunately, the black-magicked bard 
of Baltimore, his moods and marginalia, 
come off badly in this bout with Unter- 
meyer’s sometimes bourgeois sense of order.

Those who read Poe for the moods Whit- 
man called “nocturnal,” for the Swin- 
burnesque sea-sound of him, for his echo 
maniacal incantations, for “A Dream With- 
in a Dream,” will not care to have such 
sensory indulgence interrupted by the pat- 
tern Untermeyer has contrived.

There is the occasional escape from 
didacticism promised by Untermeyer in a 
re-reading of the “Indian Edda,” particu- 
larly the passages on Hiawatha’s “most be- 
loved” Chibiabos, newly remembered as « 
kind of Indian Orpheus whose musie 
stilled brook and birds, Even the sing- 
song, seven-footed lines of many of the 
lyrics and the ballads lose some of their 
old monotony when “The Skeleton” and 
the wreck on the reef known as Norman's 
Woe stand out again as sturdy samples of 
tale-telling and good reporting. And there 
is still, often stark against a background 
of thin-blooded moralizing, the schooldays 
loveliness of “gossiping looms,” “A boy's 
will is the wind’s will... .” and a phrase 
like “long pedigree of toil.”

WOUNDED ST. LOUISAN 
TELLS OF JAP BOMBING 


Set. Ted Link of Post- 
' Dispatch Writes Father ‘He 
Was Hit Seven Times. 


Tech Sgt. Ted C. Link, Marine 
Corps combat correspondent and 
Post-Dispatch reporter on leave, 
has written to his father, Edwin C. 
Link, 5322 Savoy court, details of 
the Japanese bombing of. Bou- 
gainville Island last Nov. 7 in 
which he was wounded, and an 
Australian. correspondent was 
killed. * 

Although news dispatches have 
carried accounts of the bombing, 
this was the ‘irst direct word Sgt. 
Link’s family had received from 
him. Dated last Dec. 23, the let- 
ter was‘a sort of Christmas greet- 
ing from the South Pacific’s trop- 
ical jungles. 

He related that he was wounded 
by seven pieces of shrapnel, three 
in the lower leg, two in the thigh 
and two in the lower back. - 

“Right after the bombing the 
doctor and corpsmen put a tour- 
niquet on my leg, which I at first 
though had been blown off,” he 
wrote. “I recall vividly how I 
closed my eyes after the explo- 
sion. It was a hell of a dark 
night, and I felt down my thigh 
and my leg all the way to my 
toes. It was all there, although 
covered with blood. When I 
learned this, I didn’t worry any 
more, and helped the corpsmen 
getting around to the other 
wounded, and the dead.” 

“Swamp Water Link.” 

Link related he had since been 
troubled by infections due to a 
mistaken idea of how to cure 
them. “I had some fool notion 
that swamp water cured infec- 
tions,” he wrote. “I waded around 
getting to the front lines every 
day, and they only got worse. I 
must have read that swamp water 
thing in some book about Negroes 
in the South—‘Swamp Water 
Link,’” 

In telling of the death of Keith 
Palmer, writer for Australian 
newspapers and Newsweek Mag- 
azine, who was kitted in the 
bombing, Link wrote: 

“Palmer didn’t have his helmet. 
He would have lived if he’d had 
one, judging from his wounds, as 
the killing piece hit him behind 
the ear. We had spent such an 
enjoyable evening before, talking 
about Auckland, San Francisco, 
Boston, New York and Australian 
cities, 

“Then the Japs came, and I 
hollered to Palmer to get in his 
foxhole, as it wasn’t a piddling 
raid. I had been through this kind 
before. That was what delayed 
me getting to my foxhole, but 
when the bomb hit I was so flat 
on the ground I felt like a 
flounder. He sat on the edge of 
his bunk of ferns, and watched, 

Bomb Swept Away Tent. 

“Rembert James (Associated 
correspondent who was 
present and sent out the first 
news of the bombing) was lucky, 
as were all of us around the cor- 
respondents’ tent. The bomb tore 
a great hole:and swept away the 
tent and all our belongings. James 
was bleeding from the nose after 
it wag over. My typewriter was 
blown 20 feet, and got shrapnel 
through it, but it still works 
somehow. Shrapnel went through 
my pack, destroying all my 
emergency food and belongings. 
The only thing in it left untouched 
was my Bible.” 

Link wrote that the front lines 
seemed “like a rest haven, after 
that night of bombing,” although 
at the front Japanese were toss- 
ing grenades and firing mortars. 

“My helmet saved me in the 
bombing,” Link related. “There is 
a dent in it from a piece of shrap- 
nel that would have finished me 
for good. I am saving the helmet. 
I have advocated wearing helmets 
ever since, although they are 
heavy and hot and give you head- 
aches. 

“T still have my shirt and dun- 
garee jacket, with holes where a 
piece of shrapnel passed just back 
of my neck, but didn’t get the 
skin, 

“T am sending the shirt and 
jacket home. Don’t have them 
washed. I want them to look just 
like they are with blood and holes 
in them. My helmet—I wouldn't 
let that loose for anything.”

Former City Hospital Sur- 
geon Tells of Appendectomy 
in Stifling Wardroom. 


An emergency appendectomy 
performed at night in the stifling 
wardroom of a merchant ship dur- 
ing a howling South Atlantic 
storm was described to a Post-

The pa- 
tient was a gunner’s mate. 

Word that the enlisted man had 
suffered a ruptured appendix was 
brought to Lt. Scardino, in a con- 
voy escort vessel, shortly before 
dusk. The man was too ill to be 
transferred, as usual, to the medi- 
cal officer’s ship. Lt. Scardino 
was rushed to the merchant ship 
in a small whale boat. The storm 
struck as he climbed aboard the 
larger ship; the whale boat and 
its crew were swept away by the 
storm as they attempted to return 
to their ship, but the men were 
saved. 

Assisted by another medical of- 
ficer, and two other officers who 
served as volunteer anesthetists, 
Lt. Scardino began the operation. 
The patient was strapped to a 
firmly-fixed table. The wardroom 
lurched in: the storm, up and 
down, back and forth. Lt. Scar- 
dino was forced to hold on to the 
table with one hand to keep his 
balance, and work with the other. 

“That room was like a furnace,” 
he said, “the storm forced us to 
close the hatches. There wasn't 
a breath of air. I worked stripped 
down to my shorts with my surgi- 
cal gown over that.” 

The instruments were sterilized 
in boiling water in the ship’s 
galley on an upper deck, and 
were carried. precariously down a 
ladder on trays by members of 
the crew. 

“The trays kept tipping over, 
and scattering the instruments 
all over the room,” Lt. Scardino 
said, “then they had to be carted 
back to the galley and boiled 
again.” 

Lt. Scardino, a Texan and a 
graduate of the University of 
Texas Medical School in 1941, 
served his internship at City Hos- 
pital here. He and the daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. Albert H. Man- 
gelsdorf of Webster Groves were

‘Possum Trot Farm 
Acquires a Swarm 
By Leonard Hall : 


OR a long time now, I've been trying to 
gather courage to write something about 
bees. The deterrent has been that if you 
inspected every apiary from Indiana to Idaho 
you couldn't find a 

more complete pair 

of amateur apia- 

rists than Mama 

and I. My only 

asset as a  bee- 

keeper is that bees 

don’t sting me: At 

first we attributed 

this to my kind, 

open face wherein 

I felt the bees must 

note an expression 

of understanding, 


But Mama has a 
kind face, too, and she gets stung. The little 
fellows creep up her trouser leg or through the 
tiniest opening in her bee-vell. For this we must. 
conclude that my freedom from stings is a mere 
matter of moving slowly—the result of natural 
indolence! So I'm going to tell about bees and 
any similarity between what I and the experts 
say is purely accidental. 

* 
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THERE HAS PROBABLY been more written 
about the bee, from Maeterlinck backwards and 
forwards, than any other form of livestock. 
Bees have been subjected to such intensive 
scrutiny that it’s a wonder they have any pri- 
vate life left. Everything, practically, has been 
said about bees and the things they are sup- 
posed to do. But one of these days I am going 
to write the definitive work on the things bees 
do that they aren’t supposed to do. This tome 
will become the companion of every ambitious 
young bee-keeper because, if our experience is 
any criterion, bees are constantly buzzing around 
cooking up things to do which aren’t in the bee- 
books.

THE LITERATURE of bee culture is so com- 
plete that, after absorbing a few volumes, you 
find yourself spouting learnedly on the subject 
to your friends. You display an erudition which 
is impressive, if only skin deep. But you really 
start to learn when you set up a couple of hives 
and send away in the spring for two three-pound 
packages of bees complete with queens. You 
start in to transfer the fiercely humming mass 
of bees from the small screened boxes in which 
the express man brought them into the waiting 
hives and that, in all probability, is where you 
start making mistakes. But one by one you 
learn the things to do and not to do and mean- 
while the fascination grows, 

ee eee 

THE HONEY BEE, incidentally, is not native 
to America but was brought by the first settlers. 
This must have been at an early date, for honey 
bees were well established in the Mississippi 
Valley as long ago as 1831. I have a delightful 
book written by a Yorkshire farm woman who 
emigrated with her family to settle in Pike 
County, Illinois, in that year and become one 
of the pioneer citizens of the section, The 
family traveled up the river by boat from New 
Orleans and she relates an incident wherein. a 
passenger who had gone ashore to pick fruit in 
a plantation orchard stepped on a beehive by 
mistake and came back aboard the packet faster 
than he had left it. 

x * 
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A HEALTHY COLONY of bees consists of 
one queen, several hundred males or drones 
(from among whom she finds her mate) and 
from forty to seventy-five thousand workers who 
are just exactly that! The queen, when five 
days old, makes one flight from the hive during 
which she mates and thereafter, for the rest of 
her life, she lays eggs. By some process which 
has not been determined, she can lay fertile or 
infertile eggs. And, unlike almost any other 
form of insect life, the infertile eggs hatch.and 
grew into adult male or drone bees. The fertile 
eggs hatch into workers which are sexless. How- 
ever, if the bees need a new queen, they develop 
one from a worker embryo simply by putting 
it on a special diet known as “royal jelly.” 


x1 

WORKER BEES HAVE a life span of a year 
although most of them literally work themselves 
to death in a far shorter: time than that. For 
this reason the worker population is constantly 
being renewed by the hatching of young bees 
who immediately take up their duty. as nurses 
to the larvae and make their first flight when 
about eight days old. They leave the hive for 
the first time, generally, in the warmth of after- 
noon, circling the entrance until its location has 
become thoroughly familiar. This sense of loca- 
tion is so exact that if a hive is moved only a 
few inches during the day, many workers will 
dash themselves to death as they come in “on 
the beam” to ‘the old location. Workers gather 
pollen from a wide variety of trees and flowers 
and turn it into honey and comb—a perfect com- 
bination. In her lifetime the worker gathers 
about a half teaspoon of honey, so a Sunday 
morning breakfast of biscuits and honey repre- 
sents the lifework of many bees! Right now 
our bees are suspended in a tight cluster on the 
comb in their hive and the temperature at the 
heart of this cluster is kept throughout the 
winter at from 57 to 60 degrees Fahrenheit, re- 
gardiess of how cold it may be out-of-doors. 
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YOU MAY HAVE READ, some months ago, 
of an enterprising apiarist in Idaho . whose 
annual honey production runs into hundreds of 
tons. Each year in February he loads his 
bees on trucks and hies himself to Southern 
California, from whence he follows the honey 
harvest northward as the orchards bloom, arriv- 
ing home in Idaho in time for the heaviest 
honey-flow there, I thought this quite an inno- 
vation until, out of curiosity, I happened to look 
up “BEES” in an ancient volume of mine en- 
titled “The Complete Farmer: or General Dice 
tionary of Agriculture and Husbandry; Compre- 
hending the Most Improved Methods of Cultiva- 
tion; and the Modern Management of Livestock 
—1806." Here I found that for thousands of 
years the beekeepers of Egypt have each season 
taken their beehives up to the headwaters of 
the Nile, loaded them on barges and followed 
the honey harvest down the river valley to 
arrive home with the hives filled.

CASE RECORDS

ASE B-243: Thelma H., aged 34, ig to teach educational 

psychology at a Midwestern college next semester, “Most 

of my students will be girls who expect to teach in rural 
schools,” she said. “The educational psychology course as 
taught here in previous years has not been very practical. I 
am new at teaching this particular course, so I shall welcome 
ideas and suggestions, Dr. Crane. The former professor spent 
six or eight weeks on statistics, but that seems to me tike too 
much time. What should I stress to these girls who will be 
teaching children in rural schools?” 
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I AGREED WITH Thelma that six weeks of statistics was 
an unwarranted expenditure of time for girls who are soon to 
be in rural schools. One week should be ample on that minor 
technical aspect of pedagogy. Thelma's college students will 
be dealing with youngsters from farm homes where reading 
materials are often deficient. Many of the rural parents will 
not even know how to coach their children effectively in try- 
ing to assist the teacher. Since reading is the most important 
subject in the grammar school curriculum, I urged that these 
college women be taught all the modern devices for encourag- 
ing youngsters to read. And I especially advised the use of 
flash cards for both printed words and arithmetical combina- 


tions. 
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SINCE MANY OF these rural school boards will not expend 


the money to purchase picture dictionaries, seat-work units, 
flash cards and other modern devices for speeding up reading 
or making school subjects most interesting, then the college 
girls should learn how to develop such materials at a minimum 
cost. If the teacher can invite the parents of her children to 
a few Parent-Teacher meetings and show them how to make 
and employ flashcards in their homes, then she has done a 
great service to her pupils, A teacher might profitably hold a 
tea for the mothers of her pupils and give them a talk on the 
subjects to be covered that semester. She could illustrate the 
methods that the parents might use to assist the teacher, for 
children need plenty of drill. There is still too little specific 
co-operation between teachers and parents. The latter can help 
a great deal, if they know what the teacher ig hoping to cover 
each term, and if they understand the slightly different modern 
methods of presenting arithmetic or reading. 
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A GOOD TEACHER should first of all love her work and 
the pupils committed to her care. She should be an excellent 
child psychologist and read the farm magazines to familiarize 
herself with rural problems, She should realize that if she is 
lavish with praise and if she makes the children want to 
succeed for her sake, then even the children with relatively 
low I. Q. ratings may still do work superior to that normally 
expected of them. If a child admires and loves his teacher, 
then he will be inclined to like education. If he hates the 
teacher, then he may despise schooling and play hookey or 
make no plans to go on to high school or college. It is far 
better that a teacher learn practical child psychology, there- 
fore, than that she spend time on statistics. It produces 
better results to join the Compliment Club and be generous 
with dally praise for your youngsters, It is desirable to sugar- 
coat education but not at the sacrifice of drill on fundamentals 


or the lack of discipline,

Two cups finely cut cabbage, 
one and one-half cups coarsely 
gra carrots, one-half cup 
chopped celery and celery leaves, 
three cups boiling water, one and 
one-fourth teaspoons salt, two en- 
velopes of instant broth (one-cup 
size), one tablespoon flour, one 
small package grated cheese (one 
and one-half ounces), 

Simmer vegetables in boiling 
salted water for five or six min- 
utes, or longer if vegetables are 
more coarsely cut.

Lamb Stew, one and two-thirds 
pounds lamb shoulder; wipe meat 
with a damp cloth, cut into one- 
inch cubes; heat two tablespoons 
bacon drippings in skillet, brown 
meat well on all sides. Add two 
tablespoons chopped onion two or 
three minutes before meat has 
finished browning. Add two tea- 
spoons salt, few grains pepper, 
and only enough water to cover. 
Cover tightly, simmer about one 
hour, then add four medium po- 
tatoes peeled, four medium 
skinned onions and eight scraped 
carrots. Cover and continue cook- 
ing until vegetables are tender, 
about 25 minutes. Make a thin 
paste of two tablespoons flour and 
cold water. Add to liquid in stew 
and cook until thickened. Add 
one teaspoon Worcestershire 
sauce and serve sprinkled with 
chopped parsley in a hot serving 
dish. Serve immediately. Lettuce 
and tomato salad, one head let- 
tuce, two tomatoes, French dress- 
ing; corn bread; sliced peaches, 
one package frozen peaches; fruit 
drop cookies, sift flour, measure 
one and two-thirds cups, resift 
three times with one-half tea- 
spoon baking powder, one-half 
teaspoon soda, one-half teaspoon 
cinnamon, one-eighth 
nutmeg, one-half teaspoon salt; 
cream _one-half cup shortening, 
add three-fourths cup brown 
sugar, packed, blend well. Add two 
unbeaten e one at a time and 
beat each time until mixture is 
fluffy. Add sifted dry ingredients 
and mix well, then one cup seeded 
raisins and one-half cup chopped 
nuts and mix well. Drop by tea- 
spoonfuls on greased cookie sheet, 
bake at 350 degrees Fahrenheit 
14 to 16 minutes, (Use one-third.) 
Butter or fortified margarine used 
on all breads. Include in today’s 
menus, milk to drink; eight cups 
for children; four cups for adults.

Mother should not put herself on 
a spot by interrupting the regu- 
larity of meals—or she will be 
trotting half the time, But hidden 
hunger due to insufficient breast 
milk, or poor dairy milk, or lack 
of Vitamin D and C (cod liver oil 
and orange juice) is a possibility 
even when the meals are regular 
and seem sufficient.

UNCOMFORTABLE clothes in- 
clude everything from the good 
old open safety pin, to bunches 
and wads of clothing, to filth. The 
skin should be carefully cleansed 
whenever the diapers are changed 
or there will be a skin rash, which 
will sting every time baby urin- 
ates. Keeping the diapers boiled 
and —** the skin with cotton 
saturated in baby oil is the an- 
awer. 

It takes some time for the baby 
to learn to roll over in bed, so it 
remains in the position just the 
way mother puts it. One position 
gets tiresome to the baby as well 
as to you, so the yells signal a 
change—“Put me on my back or 
stomach or side.” 

Fear-—-Babies are frightened by 
noises and by the fear of falling.

WASHINGTON, Sunday, Jan. 23. 
RIDAY morning I had an o 
F portunity to k for, a little 

while with members of the 
staff of the National Education 
Association of the United States. 
They are deeply interested, as I 
am, in the wiping out of illiteracy, 
and procuring better educational 
opportunities for all of our young 
people. 
I was glad to find that they 
feel as I do that every teacher in 
every community should be con- 
sidered by that community as one 
of it# most responsible citizens. 
To her we are entrusting the most 
important job of the community— 
the education of youth in a de- 
mocrecy. Since we decided long 
ago that democracy could not ex- 
ist without edycation, we can eas- 
ily see why good teachers are 
essential to our development. 
The thoughtful men and women 
with whom I talked feel as I do 


"that since education can only give 


people tools, and we all continue 
our real education throughout our 
lives, much responsibility has to 
be undertaken by our teachers in 
the field of adult education. The 
schoolhouses of a community are 
not only for the tuse of the chil- 
dren and the educators. They 
should be the centers from which 
radiate the ideas which motivate 
the community. 

Friday afternoon the President 
and I received the members of the 
National Democratic Committee, 
In the evening, just the family 
and one or two friends were at 
dinner, so I spent some hours over 
the mail.

The jumper theme is even more 
popular than formerly judging by 
the number of jumper dresses in 
the collections. This vogue ex- 
tends to play clothes as well as 
those for general wear. One of 
the smartest play suits has a 
jumper accent to the top, Pin- 
afores likewise are enerally 
sprinkled through the showings. 
Again the ruffled shoulder line 
is as characterigtit of play clothes 
as it is with street attire. Aprons 
are plentiful, but often simulated 
rather than being separate addi- 
tions to costumes, 

Lots of two-piece themes are 
poted but usually they stress the 
importance of dresses rather than 
being designed to look like suits. 
Contrasts of color and fabric are 
liked. Many of the overblouses 


are of the unbelted type and some 
have cuffs after the manner of 
regulation middies. Perky little 
peplums are numerous. One of 
the cleverest is a feature of a 
two-piece dress of white dotted 
swiss. The peplum is formed of 
two very full ruffles, that stand 
out below the waistline and make 
the skirt look quite slender by 
contrast. Circular peplums, very

The button-down-the-back idea Is 
a favorite of many designers. As 
one of them gaid, no summer dress 
can slip on over the head and be 
comfortable, so a back fastening 
not only supplies a practical fea- 
ture but looks decidedly young. 
Big pockets are decorative and 
not always as large as they look— 
thanks to the craftsmanship that 
is employed in the saving of ma- 
terial without detracting from ap- 
pearance.

East-West 
Made Most 
Of Defense

HEN can get the last 
W ounce out of defensive play, 
you don’t have to “stick out 
your neck” with desperate defen- 
sive bidding. For example; 
North, dealer. 
Both sides vulnerable. 
North-South 40 on score, 


The bidding: 
East South West 
1 heart Pass 
2 hearts (final bid) 
As it happened, East-West could 
have made three clubs, but neither 
player had anything like the val- 
ues for a vulnerable overcall. 
West opened the spade ace and, 
on East's encouraging play of the 
nine, continued the guit. East won 
and carefully returned the deuce 
of spades, this low card signifying 
(suit preference signal) that East 
wanted West to return the lowest 
suit, clubs, after ruffing the spade, 
as he obviously intended to do. 
West interpreted the message all 
right, but he made the mistake of 
leading back his fourth best club 
instead of laying down the king. 
West should have realized that the 
contract would be unbeatable if 
South had the club ace, and it was 
pretty plain at this point that the 
defenders would not only have to 
collect two club tricks but alse 
prevent declarer from making a 
worthwhile discard on the good 
spade in dummy. If East had 
to play the ace on West's club 
lead he could not simultaneously 
collect another club trick and lead 
a spade for West to ruff. 
Fortunately for the East-West 
pair, East had both the skill and 
the material to redeem West's 
slip. Dummy having played low, 
East shrewdly put in the club 
jack, and when it held, he cashed 
the club ace before leading his 
last spade. This was the end for 
the declarer. He could ruff high, 
if he chose, but he definitely could 
not discard safely on this trick, 
and he lost his contract to the 
diamond queen in East's hand.
